nation at McKcc sport contiuues quift 
IiendinB the dccibion of the national 
tdrisory board of the Amalgamated 
aasoclation. Some apprehengion whb 
felt when 7 o'clock neared. that being 
the crucial time set by Manager Sam 
uel 11. Cooper for the men to rnturn 
to Work or call and get their money 
and consider lln nisclvcs iliscliarged. 
But two men applied lor worli, and aH 
tliey quickly yielded to the persuaiiion 
of the atrikerH the attempt to reHiime 
operation! was for the time aban- 
doned by the ('()riM':in.v. 

Trouble was feared if any iiwml)'M 
of qen l|ad abown a dispoKifion to re- 
turn to work. A committee g( titrikcrtt 
congregated about the ontranna of the 
mill, and the entire ppUco force of the 
city was out In cilizons* clothes Teady 
to quell any disorder, l)ut llicir serv- 
ices were not ne(;ded. The strilvrs, 
•otlng upon the advice of labor lead 
rra. did not call for the wagea due 
thom aa requested by the manage- 
ment, but deeidfd to wait until the 
regular payday, April 27. 

The national advisory lioard got to 
gethcr again about 10 o'clock, with 12 
of thQ 15 members present, together 
witb all the vice presidents of the or 
ganiiations. Two inonil)ers of the 
board, those representiUK No 4 di.^trict 
in Illinois and. No. 7 at iiirminghani. 
Ala., 1MN not called to the present 
meeting because none of the American 
Sheet Steel plants are located In those 
districts. John Ward oi Yo\niKblown. 
O., had not arrived when the confer- 
ences began, but waa expected during 
the day. 

Prevlqui to the meeting there wu a 

formal discwwion of the situation. The 
Rpneral attitude of the board was far 
from coin iliatory. The trend of sent) 
ment seemed to l)e that the union men 
in all the sheet mllla of the United 
Statea steel corporation should be 
called out and that If that did not 
have any effect on the company every 
^ union man in every plant controlled 
by the company sbovltf ba ordiMd to 
Join the atrike. 

If the board decides to order the 
men out, a formal notlhcation to the 
oflleers of the United States steel cor 
poratlon and to the oflicers of all the 
underlying companies will be drafted, 
notifying them that within a reasona 
ble tlm« the failure of the American 
Sheet Steel company to settle with 
the men will result in a poneral ftrlke. 
In this way the association expects to 
enlist the efforts of the entire trade, 
having exl|austed every moans to, se 
cure a settlement before the dlillcalty 
spn ads beyond the plants Of the one 
company now involved. 

8hot at Organized Labor. 

One member of the board said the 
whole question seemed to simmor 
down to the rlKht of organization. Th 
company liad admited to the boa;d 
that the men had been discharged h;' 
cause they were members of the Amal 
gamated association. %nd for no other 
reason. "If this is the case," said he, 
"the company has fired a direct shot 
at orsanized labor, if the .•\nierican 
Sheet Steel company is determined to 
Stand in that light and to declare open 
war against Its men, there seems to 
be no way out of a determined strug- 
gle. It can not drive out organized 
labor, nor can it shift the light to this 
one little plant. It will forc e the war 
io all the plants of the company. " 

Mf^rtly after 1^ o'clock Johq Jarrett, 
chief of the labor bureau of the Amer 
ican Sheet Steel company, accompa 
nied by Williap J. Hrenuan. counsel 
for theAmal^mated association, went 
Into secret session with the advisory 
board. U, la said Mr. Brennai^ was 
preset for the purpose of making a 
draft of the peace agreement that 
would, be a part of the outstanding 
confiracts of the American Sheet Stet ' 
com|MUiy when turi^ed oyoi* to the 
United States steel corporation. 

A plan of settlement, based on a 
proposition made by John Jarrett of 
the labor bureau of the American 
Sheet Steel Qompany la tbajt all the 
men, with the excepUoi) oi; Qeqrf e S 
Holloway, be relnaUted ^t once. Hoi 
loway's case to be taken up later, and 
while his reinstatement finally is as 
sured, he Will l}e auspeitdeci from work 
for a period as a mattMT of diaclpiine 
The reason for t^e exception in the 
cas« of Holloway Is rumored to he 
that a personal difficulty between him 
and Superlutemlent Persifer F. Smith 
had !)ut u iK.w feature on his dis 
Charge. It is further stated by mem 
lisn of the Amalgamated association 



that the settlement Is all thjl associa- 
tion required originally, and that a 
final agreement wa;; tnadn possible 
when Mr. Jarrett was given authority 
to act on behalf of th* American Sheet 
Steel compaiky. Mr. Jarrett stated 
fhat M ll«d nothing to say for publi- 
cation, ns he had In his address to the 
advisory board Tuesday covered the 
advisory board Wednesday covered 
after cool deliberation a harmonious 
adjustment could be arrived at. 

Members of t|ie board, however, 
were positive In their assertions that 
there could be no settlement of the 
trouble unless all the discharged men 
at the McKeesport works were rein- 
stated, including George Holloway, ibe 
president of the Amalgamated lodge. 
This, It is said, was the ultimatum of 
the association. President Shalter 
said no hasty action would be taken 
by the board. The members, he said, 
are willing to listen to any argumants 
that may be pre8""te(i.

Mat Arrested Here Acknowledges He Took 
a titgns at Ptrtsatith, Bit Says

Deputy !*iierili" Ketter arrived here 
Tuesday night with his prisoner, John B. 
Banks, who was at once given a bearing 
before 'Squire Hall. He pleadfd Ruilty 
and was sent to jail. The tranecript in 
the case was sent in early next morning 
and the case wa# probably acted upon by 
the grand jury (luring tlie <lay. 

Mr. Foster had uo trouble in getting 
possession of the animal, the purchaser 
agreeing to give it up, as fTH found on 
the thiel's person was left in tbe bands 
of the Kentncky authorities out of wbieh 
the innocent purchaser will be reim- 
bursed. 

Tbe thief proved to be, as vtkf> sus- 
pected, the same Banks who worked for 
Mr. Foster up to laet October, and ran 
away, after stealing a shotgun and sev- 
eral loads of corn. He bad passed, while 
there, nnder the name of Owen Banks. 

Banks liad evidently adopti d liorsf- 
stealing as a profession. When cap- 
tnred he bad upon bim a revolver, a 
supply of cartridges, a bundle of ^uiall 
torches of resiooua pine, which he evi- 
lentljr osed to light bis way In dark su> 
bles, and a large pair of pcieeorR, with 
which to cut oti' tiie manes and tails of 
his prizes to disguise them. With these 
be bad docked tbe tail of Mr. Foster's 
lorse. 

The PortEmoutb Times adds that 
Banks worked for Foster seven months 
and claims that Foster owes bim a lot of 
money. He said he was unable to get 
any of it, took to drink and took Foster's 
horse to even mgtters op. Ha said that 
when he got sober he knew be had done 
wrong, but was afraid to bring the horse 
back. He now is glad be was caught and 
hopes to get off easy."

The (lecision of the Court of Appeals, 
four of tlie seven Judges concurring, ac- 
quitting County Clerk Claud Chinn, ot 
Fayette County, of tbe charge of corrupt 
motives in making false affidavits in a 
report to the Circuit Judge, wai on tbe 
ground that no substantial injury ac- 
crued to the State by reason of fbe short- 
age, which was paid by the Fidelity and 
Deposit Company, o( Baltimore, tbe of- 
ficial bondsrasB of ObioD. 

The opinion of the court was written 
by Justice Burnam and concurred in by 
udtss (yBeat, DnBaUa and Hobson. 
Judge Ouffy did not concur and Chief 
Justice Paynter and Justice White dis- 
sented from the majority opinon. 

Judge Paynter delivered the disMuting 
opinion, which declares that Chinn has 
baan proved guilty and sliould be re- 
moved from office on tbe information 
filed by Attorney Oeneral Breckinridge. 
He says that "no jury which desired to 
preserve its reputation ior fairness and 
integrity could find tbe defendant not 
guilty if the question Was submitted to 
it whether he had been guilty of false 
swearing as a public official." At an- 
other point he says that if he should 
vote to retain Chinn in office upon the 
proof, that be "wonldj in effect, say to 
the clerks of all the courts of the State 
you can m*^e false reports of the collec- 
tion and diiborsement of public moneys 
with impunity, unless thereby you soo- 
ceed in defrauding the State."

London, April 18.— The exceptional 
interest taken in thia year'a budget 
statement was evidenced by the 

crowded condition ot tli(> house of 
commons when it reasseinl)l< d Thurs- 
day. The attendance of raeml)ers was 
unusually large, while the appearance 
of the galleries testified to the deep in- 
terest of the bouse in the fresh taxa- 
tion proposals required to meet the 
expenditure for iyOl-1902, which, ac- 
cording to a parliamentary paper is 
sued, totals £187.602.000, inclusive of 
war charges, this being an Increase 
of £32.901.000 over last year. The na 
tional balance shed for 1900-1901. as 
fehown by the same paper, stands as 
follows: Revenue il 130,::sr,.uiK». ex- 
penditures £183,592.000, net deficit, 
£53.207,000. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor 
of the exchequer, asks for permission 
to extend the pres* nt borrowing to 
borrowing on consuls. He proposes 
to suspend the sinking fund and bor- 
row £60.000,000. 

The budget submitted by the chan- 
cellor of the exchcriuer will a<ld 2d to 
the income tax. makiiii; it Is Jd. It 
does not provide an inereas-" in the 
duties on beer, wine or tea, spirits or 
tobacco. A duty of 4s 2d per hundred- 
weight will be imposed on refined su- 
gar. Raw sugar polarizing below 98 
is to pay a duty gradually diminish- 
ing, according to each degree of polar- 
ization to a minimum of 2s at a polar! 
zation of 76. A duty of 2s per bun 
d red weight Is imposed on molassi s 
\Vt St Indian sugar is not excepted. A 
duty of Is 8d per hundredweight is 
Imposed on gbicose, and Is jier ton is 
Imposed on exported coal. The total 
expected yield of the new taxation is 
£11.000.000, of which £2,500.000 will 
be from coal.

to have lost his life 1)V letUllliuji to 

the* burning building after having es 
caped. It Is believed the fire was 
started by an Incendiar y.

The crim" 
was committed in the apartments of 
Mrs. W. L. Phillips, a sister of Mrs 
Sweeney, and was the execution of a 
threat made months ago by Sweeney 
The Sweeneys formerly lived In Lex 
ington, Ky., where they sepaial"d 
Sweeney coming to this city to repre 
sent tbe Worth company. Rer. ntlv 
Sweeney learned that his wife had an 
nounced her Intention of coming here 
to visit her sister. "I will kill her if 
she comes." said Sweeney. "She ha.s 
caused me a world of trouble, and 
shall cause me no more." 

Mrs. Sweeney arrived a day or two 
ago Thursday morning, during tlie 
temporary absence of her sister, she 
went out shiippinc, leturn' d at !i 
o'clock, and stepping into the apait 
ment was met by her husband, who 
had been admitted by Mrs. Phillips' 
6 year-old son. As soon as Mrs. Swee- 
grasped her wrist, and, pulling her in- 
side, held the door open and ,po1ntlng 
a revolvc^r at the br)y, threatened to 
shoot him unless he ran. Crying out 
that murder was being done, the boy 
fied to the Oranada hotel near by. but 
before help could arrive two shots 
were heard and the hotel attaches 
found the man and woman lying on 
the floor. .Mrs. Sweeney was dead 
and In a few minutes he expired. 

The Sweeneys came of good Ken- 
tucky families and were well known 
in T^exlngton. Mrs. Sweeney's maiden 
name was Sarah .Morgan. She was a 
daughter of Thomas P. .Morgan, a 
planter at Greenville. Ky.

Frankfort, Ky., April 18. — Judge 

Cantriil delivered his instructions to 
the jury in the case of Captain Gar 
nett Kii)li '., ilie (;o< l)(d assassination 
suspect, and argument of the case was 
begun. The instructions are practical- 
ly the same as those given In the case 
of Caleb Powers. The first holds that 
the defendant must be found guilty if 
the charge that Ilipley conspired with 
Tav Uu' and others to procure Ooebel's 
death, as alleged, has been proven to 
tlie satisfaction of the Jury. Tbe sec- 
ond says that If the Jury believes from 
the evidence, to the exclusion of a 
reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
and otheis conspired to commit an un- 
lawful a( t, and that in consequence 
of that act Goebel was murdered, he 
is still guilty of murder, though the 
killing of Goebel might not have been 
the original object of the unlawful 
conspiiaty. The other instructions re- 
late to the credibility of the co-con- 
spirators as witnesses and to other 
minor points. The court also added a 
ninth instruction, to the effect that 
before the defendant can he eonvlefed 
the jury must helb-ve l)i yond all doubt 
that the defendant enteri d Into the 
conspiracy prior to Jan. iO to procure 
and bring about Goebel's death. 

Judge W. P. .Mi'.Jor made the first 
speef h for the defense. He said Go*»- 
i)( l \\^:\^ as fcully nmrilerc il as any hu- 
man being ever was; he did not deny 
that Goebel was killed with a steel 
ball and was shot from the secretary 
of state's office, but he believed with 
an unalterai)le opinion that the de- 
fendant is inaoeent of any part in the 
conspira<-y, loi IJipley had only a pass- 
ing acquaintance with Governor Tay- 
lor, and did not even know any of tho 
other all( ged < onspiratora.
